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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-4, drawn to a cylindrical coupling sleeve, classified in class 174, 
subclass 88 R. 

II. Claims 5-8, drawn to a method for connection of a mineral-insulated coaxial cable 
with a coaxial device, classified in class 29, subclass 828. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions Group II and Group I are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be practiced 
by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as claimed can be used 
to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 806.05(e)). In this case the 
invention of Group II can be practice by another and materially different apparatus such a 
connector having the edges solder to the external perimeter of the end of the cable and/or the 
invention of Group I can be used to practice another and materially different process such as 
soldering directly the second entry to the external perimeter of the matching device. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification and the search required for 
Group I is not required for Group II and vice versa, restriction for examination purposes as 
indicated is proper. 
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4. During a telephone conversation with Janik Marcovici on May 10, 2005 a provisional 
election was made without traverse to prosecute the invention of Group I, claims 1-4. 
Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this Office action. Claims 
5-8 are withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn 
to a non-elected invention. 

5. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by a request under 37 CFR 
1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1.1 7(i). 



Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the feature of the hole being plugged 
by a solder drop as claimed in claim 3 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the 
claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
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be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will 
be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement filed July 9 th 2003 fails to comply with 37 CFR 
1.98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of each cited foreign patent document; each non-patent 
literature publication or that portion which caused it to be listed; and all other information or that 
portion which caused it to be listed. It has been placed in the application file, but the information 
referred to therein has not been considered. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: in claim 1, line 2, change 
"being" to -be-. Also in claim 1, the statement followed the phrase "may be" is not a positive 
recitation, therefore it does not constitute a limitation in any patentable sense. Appropriate 
correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

5. Claims 1, 2 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Volker 
(3,458,648). 

Volker discloses a cylindrical coupling sleeve (Figures 1-5) comprising a first entry with 
a first diameter adapted to be mounted on an external conductive perimeter of a first mineral- 
insulated coaxial cable (10), the sleeve comprising a second entry with a second diameter 
adapted to a matching coaxial device to be connected to the first cable, wherein the first entry 
and the second entry do not have the same internal diameters (re claim 1). Volker also discloses 
a hole (26) between the first and second entries to enable a filling of an internal space defined 
between the entries and to be capable of being plugged after filling (re claim 2) and the matching 
device being a coaxial connector (10.1) held in a holder (20) (re claim 4). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 
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7. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

8. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Volker in view of 
Telco (5,025,553). 

Volker discloses the invention substantially as claimed except for the hole being plugged 
by a solder drop. Telco discloses an invention relating to providing solder drop (18, 20) in an 
opening hole to keep a continuous electrical connection between conductive elements. It would 
have been obvious to one skilled in the art to apply the teaching of Telco in the system of Volker, 
such as providing solder drop in the holes instead of balls and clamps, to simplify the step of 
closing the holes and to provide a continuous electrical connection between the coaxial cable and 
the matching coaxial device.
